This is especially true ‘on those 
A warm, lazy spring days when 
one’s thoughts leave the class- 
room and drift toward the beach. 

When you.realize that there is 
i not a ‘swimming pool in the en- 

tire Salinas district, the possibili- 
j ties of an S.J.C. pool take a much 
‘ sounder basis. Plans for a pool 
to be built between -the Salinas 
high school and the Y:M.C.A. are 
now under way but the construc- 
tion of one pool seems hardly 
sufficient to meet the recreational 
demands of a growing community 

such as Salinas. 

Besides. providing the junior 
college with a much needed 
swimming pool, the construction 
of a pool on the S.J.C. campus 
would be a valuable asset to the 
city’s recreational program. 

If a check of the Monterey Pe- 

‘ ninsula’s beaches and pools were 
made during the spring and sum- 
mer months, I am sure enough 
Salinas residents could be found 
present to merit the construc- 
tion of at least two swimming 
pools in. the Salinas district. 

All factors considered, the 
S.J.C. campus has all the pre- 
requisites. needed to merit a 
swimming pool. In future recre- 
ational planning, city leaders 
would do well to give serious 
thought to S.J.C., and what it has 
to offer.

Enrollment 
Drops 


Student enrollment at Salinas 
Junior College dropped from 822 
students enrolled last fall se- 
mester to 700 this fall. This drop 
can be attributed to the opening 
of the new Monterey Junior Col- 
lege, stated John B, Lemos, pres- 
ident of Salinas Junior College. 

After the usual hectic registra- 
tion period, some of the final tab- 


ulations .were issued by Miss 


Margaret Trigeiro, secretary to 
Mr., Karl Bergston, comptroller 
of the S.J.C. The Salinas School 
District is well represented with 
344 enrollees. 

Outside the Salinas School Dis- 
trict, Watsonville heads the list 
with 111;.and is followed closely 
by 80 from Santa Cruz. Next in 
order are Pacific Grove, 54; Car- 
mel, 33; Gonzales, 28; King City, 
22; Gilroy, 18; Gustine, 2. 

The following cities each send 
one member to be represented on 
the school’s roll. They are: Wal- 
nut Grove, Antioch, Richmond, 
El Cerrito, Westwood, Berkeley, 
Los Banos.

Navy Announces Plans For 
Free College Training Program

navy is the second nation-wide 
competitive examination for its 
college training program which 
has been scheduled for Decem- 
ber 13, 1947. 

Successful candidates will be 
given a four-year college educa- 
tion at government expense and 
will be commissioned as officers 
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of the navy or marine corps upon 
graduation. 

Students selected by these com- 
petitive examinations will be as- 
signed to the 52 naval reserve 
officers’ training corps, which 
are locted in various universities 
and colleges in the United States. 

In addition to having their tui- 
tion, books, and normal fees paid, 
they will receive $50.00 a month 
for the four-year period. 

Acting as the navy’s local rep- 
resentative is Mr. William Schultz, 
dean of guidance, Salinas Junior 
College. He will provide specific 
information about the program.

He is very interested in ath- 
letics -having played football, 
baseball, basketball, and track 
in his high school days at Roose- 
velt High, Fresno, California. He 
also starred in football at J.C.

In. his senior year at Roose- 
velt High, he served as class 
president. It wasn’t until 1943 
that ‘this family moved to Wat- 
sonville where they now make 
their home. 


John entered the army air 
force in 1943 and served as tail- 
gunner on a B-17 until 1945. He 
was shot down over Liepzig, Ger- 
many, and was taken as a pris- 
oner.of war. He was interned for 
three months at which time the 
Russians captured the city and 
freed the American prisoners. 

John, who is 23 years old, 
blond and blue eyed, will grad- 
uate from Salinas Junior College 
this June after which he will 
continue his education at the Uni- 
versity of California.

Coach Bob Robinett led his Salinas Junior College Pan- 
thers to an easy 29-0 triumph oyer the Cal Poly Frosh and 
Junior Varsity in his debut as head coach of the Salinas grid 
tortunes Friday night, September 19, at Salinas stadium. 

Uncorking a terrific aerial offensive, the Panthers encoun- 
tered little difficulty in trampling over the inexperienced 


Poly eleven. Doyle Burnett, Clar- 
ence Twitchell, and Charlie Mor- 
nard blossomed forth as capable 
tossers of the pigskin with Jim 
Morrison and George Franci on 
the receiving end in most in- 
stances. 

Robinett’s version of the “T” 
formation afforded the-air-minded 
locals with a basket of oppor- 
tunities, and storm warnings were 
sent up as the pitchers repeatedly 
hit their mark with unerring ac- 
curacy. 

Cal Poly had barely become ac- 
customed to the new surround- 
ings when the Panthers uncere- 
moniously broke into the scoring 
column. Russ Bohlke ran the 
opening kick-off to the Salinas 
39. Three running plays netted 
three yards and a first down on 
the Cal Poly 49.
